If possible to prevent it 
the non-user »should not be taxed 
to maintain the system. The only 
way this can be prevented is that 
the system be made self-sustain­ 
ing. The water system 
owes the 
general fund $8000 or more. 
The 
taxpayers as a whole are entitled 
to have this debt raised. The only 
way it can bo raised is for the wat- 
j( r system to be operated at a pro- 
I fit. 
I am opposed to any reduc­ 
tion in rates until we know defin­ 
itely the cost of operation under 
the new contract. 
And shall in­ 
sist on any schedule adopted here­ 
after be such as assures the sustcm 
to be operated at a reasonable pro­ 
fit. 
If it develops that it can bo 
so operated.

The unburned body of an affected animal furnishes 
a ready medium of spreading disease on account of 
varmints.

FOR CHEAPER LIVING COST: The report of 
the Royal Commission appointed by Canada to in- 
vestigate th<* cost of living in the dominion lias 
some interesting information for the people of the 
С ni ted States. 
The commission estimates that the 
cost of living has increased 50 per cent during the 
15 years prior to the European war. The causes 
for the increase are given as follows* 
Increase in the gold supply, which reduces the 
purchasing power of money; manifold forms of 
extravagance and waste, public and private, indi­ 
vidual and social ; restricted supply following upon 
disproportionate urban development, as compared 
with rural development; uneconomic methods of 
distribution and marketing of product*; 
higher 
standards of living by both rich and poor; ineffi­ 
cient service and lack of vocational training; “ to 
the gospel of ease, which has permeated the nation­ 
al life of the Anglo-Saxon race;” to uneconomical 
household expenditures; and to the effect of mer­ 
gers, trusts and combines. 
The commission's suggestions as a remedy arc 
well worthy the careful attention of those who live 
in the Southwest. They may be stated briefly as 
follows : 
Encouragement of land settlement; greater at­ 
tention to mixed farming; increased production, 
with the standardization and improvement in the 
quantity of farm products, together with co-opera­ 
tion in their distribution; the extension of the par­ 
cel post system, and the making of good roads; 
cheaper and more accessible working capital, espe­ 
cially for the farmers of the West; a comprehensive 
system of vocational training to promote greater 
efficiency of service in all lines ; and a better under­ 
standing of the fundamental principles of produc­ 
tion, marketing and purchase. 
We believe that the improvements suggested are 
fundamental, that while it may be many years be­ 
fore all of them can be obtained in a new country 
like the Southwest they are worth striving for as 
they arc, most of them, essential for contentment 
and happiness as well as cheaper living cost.—Farm 
& Ranch.

Ever since I read your letter to 
the ( hief-Kxponent, concerning 
the Hasse road, I have contemplat­ 
ed writing you to State th at I am 
glad somebody has seen fit to start 
the move toward giving this road 
a prominent showing in its proper 1 
way. I have driven over that road 
to and from Coinanhee at two dif­ 
ferent times, and had rather drive 
from Proctor to Stephenville than 
from Proctor to Comanche. And 
I would be glad to see some kind of 
action taken toward improvement 
on that route. 
Not having written you hereto­ 
fore, and having received my Ste­ 
phenville Empire containing men­ 
tion of your letter, together with 
a reproduction of Naim*, am en­ 


c lo s in g it with this letter. 
While at Comanche reeentlv, 1 
had occasion to drive over tin* 
road from Comanche to Newburg 
and from Comanche to Fleming, 
two roads which I used to travel 
a great deal when I was a boy and 
young man in that section. 
In 
those days, the roads at t imcs 1m 
came impassable, but on my recent 
drive over those roads, I am pleas­ 
ed to state, I was greatly surprised 
and pleased. 
I learned from the 
people generally that tin* 
roads 
leading in all directions from Co­ 
manche are now as good as th« 
two roads mentioned, except the 
one toward Proctor and Ilasse 
And that being said, 
Comanche 
now has the best roads of any
